HAVANA, April 29. -This afternoon the 
Ity was shaken by terrible concussions Tlio 
troets were immedlalely filled with fright- 
cued people, who believed the city was visit- 
ed by au earthquake. It soon become known 
however that a powdor inngtulno, at San An- 
tonio, on the opposite side of tbe bay, had 
exploded. Many houses iu Havana luffered 
severely. 


LATKK—The first explosion occnred In a 


magarlne at San Joe, not San Antonio, adja- 
cent to the arsenal iu which was stored a 
,ati!e number ot grenades and shells, 
The 


force „. the explosion took tho direction of 
the gas works, and all the gas holders of the 
Havana Gas Light company and all but one 
of these were broken. 
A second shock 


heavier than tho first was caused by the cx» 
plosion of gas. 
H Is impossible yrt to say 


how many persons were killed or wounded. 
Several bodies ha\e already been found. 
It U kuown there were in the

azine a detachment of 20 soldiers and an 
artillcr) officer. The military hospital at San 
Ambrose arsenal and other buildings In the 
neighborhood suffered the most damage. In 
Uavana balconies, windows and shutters fell 
to the'gioumi In almost every street.
